of the Catholic Total Abstinence Unio 
of America, delivered a lecture on ten 
perance at St. Mary's church Thursda 
evening before an audience of over 80 
persons. The lecture was given undo 
tho auspices of Father Hathow's an 
St. Joseph's T. A. Societies of thi 
city, which societies attended in 
body, marching from their rospectiv 
halls to tho church headed by ihui 
drum corps. The Reverend Father hoi 
his large audience spellbound by hi 
eloquence for over an hour, and at th 
close fully 500 arose and repeated afte 
lilm tho sacred pledge to total ah 
stineuce. His remarks, in substance 
were: 


'The class of people that I mostwan 


to convince of tho evils of intempci 
anco, are those who use liquor as 
social custom. We want to show them 
that the total abstainer always has tl: 
advantage over the moderate drinker 
and that'overyone would he so mucl 
the better'if ho never had spent a dol 
lar for liquor. There is in tho humai 
heart a sort of instinct, opposed tt 
sttong drink. The common sense o 
the individual suggests to them tha 
it is folly to use liquor as a beverage 
and of course daily experience tell 
people how dangerous It is; how 
many men, otherwise virtuous, lion 
ost and trusty have beeu and are 
being brought down to the greatest dis 
tress on account of this dangerous ap 
petite. 


Yon will hear drinking men offer al 


manner of excuses for drinking. Firs 
they say they must have a drink bofor< 
breakfast to give them an appetite 
another before going to work to give 
them courage,and so on. This continue 
until no excuse is made, and only the 
burning appetite is there, which nothing 
can satisfy and nothing control. If wo 
do not inculcate a strong public opinion 
against these social customs, by whicl 
Intemperance has been so long fos- 
tered, until there are many who simply 
regard the drunkard as an object o 
lity, and not as an object of loathing 
•a be laughed at rather than condemned 
t is hard to predict what the end will 
jo. This is a most serious mistake 
for when this state of things exists 
ntornperanco loses its horror among a 
Christian community. 


I understand that drunkenness in not 


;ho only sin wo must avoid; but there 
s no other vice or sin that is so utter- 
y hostile to the principles of roligioi 
is is this sin of intemperance. It i 
vice that is utterly unbecoming to .'a 
Christian people, and inexcusable in a 
Christian nation. The higher part of a 
inan'H nature teaches him self-control 
Hero is this one vice that haK eaten .ita 
way into our midst, that demoralizes 
! very thing our self-denying roligioi 
las taught us. It is tills one vice par- 
ticularly that degrades our young man 
lood, because it takes away their veri 
reason. King David sang in his songs 
,1ml Gud made man but a littlo lower 
.ban the angels and crowned him witl 
lonor and glory, and by our rcligioi 
wo have learned to honor our man 
lood through Christ, who called Him- 
self our brother. 
Wo understand oui 


Ilgnity; wcoiightto know something 
of our value in the sight of God. 


We havo reason, by which wo may 


{now; wo have intelligence, by wblcl 
wo may communicate our thougths to 
others; wo have a will that is free, by 
vhich we may choose between gout 
and evil; but this one vice of intcnipcr 
anco, tin's sin of drunkenness, docs 
what no other sin dares to do—dc 
phroncs our reason; it destroys our in- 
elligcncc, it takes away our mimliooi' 
and enslaves our will. 
It is the oni 


vice that is most debasing and dcmoral- 
zing among rhcn. 


When a man's will is gone and his 
cason gone, what hope have we 
hat in that man we can build up 
he virtues that should bo the adorn- 
ment of a Christian character. 


We Catholic people should bo the 


moat outspoken enemies of the drink 
raffle, and of all the inflences that 
lave cast intemperance among our 
icople. 
Our religion condemns this 


castly vice, as only it should be con- 
emncd, as a heinous sin against our 
lod, against our souls, our dignity an<: 
onor. Our church is the church o] 
he poor because it is the church of 
jhrist, and Christ himself loved to 
ather the poor about him. Now there 
s no class of people who suffer BO 
mch on account of intemperance as 
he poor. They suffer misery, poverty 
eartachc and sorrow, all on account of 
itempcrancc. Of course when I speak 
liisway, I don't wish to be understood 
s insinuating that tho more favored 
lass. do not get drunk. 
They are 


uilty of this vice as well as tho poor, 
ut they do not suffer so much. 
They 


re not deprived of tho necessaries of 
fe on account of their extravagance, 
he poor man cannot afford the time 
e squanders around the saloons. 
He 


»nnot afford to buy liquor. 
I know it is no easy matter to lead 
ic masses up to this standard of self- 
cnial. Nevertheless it is not a hope- 
;ss problem, and I believe that under 
ic divine influence of religion and tho 
Icssing of God we may bo able to ar- 
ve at a very satisfactory solution of 
10 question. 
Tho large audience was dismissed 
ith benediction of the blessed sacra- 
ent and St. Joseph's society was

iccdcd to Dutch Island in Narriigansott 
!ay, where wero upwards of 100 rams, 
)art of which sonic people from Narra- 
;ausctt took off, while tho vessels lay 
there; the remainder, about 00, the 
enemy took away. On the whole, this 
Icct, by cruising and firing about otu 
bays, and harbors, for near a fort- 
ilght, have got about 40 head of cattle, 
(rent and small, and 180 sheep, inclini- 
ng the cattle bought, of the lircntonx, 
and 00 rams; the 150 sheep mentioned 
n many papers of last Monday being a 
mistake; for wb are well informed they 
got but B sheep from Brunton'a Neck. 


The same day the Ulascow fired a 


number of cannon upon the town ol 
lamcstown, without doing any dam- 
ige, except beating one stone out of a 
':iouse. 


Thn men-of-war, tenders, Ac., came 


down the bay and anchored in this liar 
bor, last Tuesday. 


Within 14 days past the men-of-war

ried away part of a beam inside, and 
ell down without hurting any person.

Iloro Simmons, French, Jiar- 
low, Hudson, Tilley and DiMilium wero 
detailed to guard tho liaumiKe, while 
the regiment croKsetl tho river to Phila- 
delphia, and wo wero nerved with ra- 
tions at tlio Volunteer refreshment sa- 
loon al tlio foot of Washington street 
free. 
Wo had soft I)rend and milk for 


the llrst timo sinco leaving homo. At 
tho breaking nut of 
tho Rebellion, 


troopH from tho Now Kngland and Mid- 
dle States Arrived horo in micli largo 
numbers, with hilt*short Btay, this sa- 
loon was fitted up as n ilining-saloon 
for Union soldiers, and made to accom- 
modate 4DO soldiers at ono time. There 
was also a largo room for tho accommo- 
dation of tho officers and men to writo, 
and all letters wero mailed frco to the 
soldiers. There woro also 40 basins 
where the soldiers could wash them 
solves and fill their canteens with puro 
water. A hospital for tho sick, too, 
was there. About 150.000, it was claim- 
ed, had been provided with meals since 
its organization In December 1801. It 
was maintained by tho citizens of Phil- 
adelphia and vicinity. It seemed as If 
everybody hero turned out to welcome 
us, and when they found wo wero from 
Ithodo Island they could hardly do 
enough for us, They -sere supriscd 
that littlo Itliody should send another 
regiment (ono had passed through tho 
city only twodays before), f.lttlo chil- 
dren pressed forward and tried to touch 
our hands and clothing. Ono littlo fol- 
low gave Sergeant Morgan lihi knifo 
and almost cried when Iho Sergeant 
would not keep It. It was a proud dny 
for us. Wo had many presents of little 
books, pincushions, etc., and ono gen- 
tleman, well known in Newport, wish- 
ed to know if tho Newport Company 
would not accept another blanket oacn 
or if there was anything wo wantdd, 
hut wo woro already loaded down and 
could carry no more. Ho Ijthon told 
Capt. Towol if wo needed anything to 
draw on him to tho urnount of tDOO. We 
wore delighted with Philadelphia peo- 
ple and aftor a good wash and din- 
ner, took tho cars for Baltimore. 


While seated In tho cars and expect- 


ing them to start immediately a boy 
came along peddling lemons. 
Many of 


us took one. handing tho boy five, ten 
or twenty-live cent pieces, and then 
hallooed for tho change, but tho pcd- 
dlor seemingly did not intend to give 
any change/or ho koptmnvlnu; along tho 
platform, carrying his lemon basket In 
ono hand and pocketing tho money with 
tho other. Jim B., after waiting for 
his change long enough. a» ho thought, 
took hold of tho puldlur anil lifted 
basket, peddler and all in through tlio 
car window and after distributing tho 
Icmoim lot the avaricious yonder go 
Justus tlio cars slarted on their way to 
Wasliiiigtou, leaving tho peddler Hoeiu- 
ly satisfied, for I believe Jim gave him 
half a dollar. Wo passed many pleas- 
ant towiin and vilhigeu entitling this 
part of Pennsylvania much credit for 
neatness and beauty. We soon reach- 
ed Wilmington, Delaware, a city per- 
haps llireu times tho «i/oof Newport, 
with old style buildings, mostly of 
brick, and strcctfl not pavou, but withal 
a pretty place. 
There wo Baw the 


nicest looking yuniig ladies wo had 
seen niuco leaving Newport, and, al- 
though a Blave Stale, the stars and 
stripes Bhook freely in the brec/.o and 
cheers wero given from most every 
window. Passing along the southern 
plantations we saw many colored peo- 
ple, and one "Aunty" sat at tho door 
of her cabin with nearly a do/.en chil- 
dren, tlio oldest not more than f, or (I 
ycarB old. Here tho Hoil asBunicd a 
pink tint, Bonictiincs as red as blood 
for miles. The negro huts were made 
from rough unhewn loga, 14 to W feet 
long, with notches cut near the ends, 
and then placed on the top of each other 
so as to mako a square or rather oblong 
house, the chinks probably filled with 
clay or mud, tight and warm. Wo also 
saw many handsome orchards of both 
apple and peach. About twelve at night 
we oamo to Perryvillo and there stop- 
ped awhile until apparently three trains 
came alongside when we all started for- 
ward again. The other cars wero filled 
with soldiers. We opened the windows 
and called to them and found to our 
surprise they wero a part of our trsin, 
and we had been switched on board a 
Jarge ferry-boat and wero crossing the 
river Snsquehanna. There wero nine- 
teen cars altogether on tho train. We 
fiasficd over to Havre de Grace and 
tvere Boon on our way to Baltimore 
which wo reached on tho 31st of May, 
1802, and I wrote these lines sitting on 
;ho curbstone under tlio gas light in 
that city. We have seen but little for 
,ho last eight or ten hours on account 
f the darkness, but are being formed 
.n lino to march through Baltimore, 
ind our company is on the lolt or rear 
of the line, and I, being one of -the 
shortest men in tho company, am of 
course on tlio extreme left or rear of 
;hc whole regiment. I suppose the 
reason of the rear being the post of hon- 
or is because when tho "Plug Uglies" 
arc following us up we can as easily as 
;ho head of the regiment receive a j 
jrick or a bullet, but it makes me think 
of the man who said lie had rather be 
alive jackass than a dead lion. How- 
ever we were more fortunate than the 
sixth Massachusetts volunteers, for we 
were not stoned or molested in any 
manner. We remained under arms in 
he street about four hours and at day- 
iglit were provided with a breakfast 
at the Union dining-saloon. There was 
lot over-much cheerfulness shown us, 
iut we were unmolested except by 
scowling looks from a few individuals. 
At 4 A. H. wo were packed into cattle 
earn, dirty »ud foul-smelling, and start- 
ed on our journey, arriving at Annap- 
olis Junction at half past 7. The June- 
Jon is a very small place, only a rail- 
road station, snd them aro hut few 
joascs. Hero wo were switched off tbo 
:rack for some regular train to pass, 
ours being only a cattle train, and 
while waiting some of the mischievous 
boys In Company I—Bristol and War- 
rcu I believe—got out of the cars and 
dlBCovcring a pen in which wero several 
pigB, scixcd ono and instantly put it 
on board their car. Though squealing 
lustily, and running around the car, it 
was not discovered by the officers until 
tho train had slaricn, but at tin) next 
stopping place,by ovders from tho officer 


of the dmy, tbt pic WM put off the train 
and Mt • ','Windircr far from home." 


Juno 1.- We arrived In Wiuhlnuton 


about 10 A. M. Here v»« liail rations 
served us lu the shape of Halt beef, 
bread nnd coffee without milk. The 
co/Tee wag black and s/rong, ami while 
we were talking about Hand llndlng It 
difficult to drink, Capt. lliewertou of 
the regular army, also a Newport boy, 
told us to try putting butter lu our cof- 
fee, as lie had done many times on the 
Plains. Wo tried it, hut it was no go 
for mo. I was unable to cat or drink 
these provisions. Hut wo had a good 
wash and woro then formed in lino and 
marched 
through 
Washington 
to 


(icorgelown, and then to Tenallylown, 
seven and a half miles, to our present 
cnninipmciil, "Camp Krolr.o." In pass- 
Ing through Washington wo saw the 
Capitol. It was itnlinished, and did 
not 1:01110 up to my expectations, or 
to the pictures of it wo are used to 
seeing, Tho ilomo was being bnit and 
Iho grounds were stiewn with stone. 
On Pennsylvania Avenue we saw tho 
White House, a beautiful building with 
extensive grounds, I think three sto- 
ries In height, and it made mo think of 
the Oalo estate at the head of Iho Mall 
in Newport,(now the residence of lion, 
Wm. P. Sheffield), It la pure white and 
looks us if built of marble. Tho streets 
of Washington were very dirty and 
muddy and In thim pigs nnd goats wero 
plentiful, tho pigs eating Iho bread anil 
beef thrown aside hy tho soldiers, 
while (ho goats appeared lo ho rating 
jtniy handbills, tomato cam, etc., evi- 
dently at homo in any part of the city. 
But wo did not havn much time for ex- 
amination of tho city, for wo, liko old 
John Brown, 
woro "marching on." 


Wo arc told, nnd can occasionally see, 
that the .Sccosli aro plentiful1 here, and 
all sorts of rumors are in camp, but not 
much that can ho depended on, as they 
change evory day or hour. 


It was quite dark when the regiments 


arrived at Tennallytown, and a few of 
us wero completely used up, having had 
very littlo slcep'iinco leaving home. To 
us ''new soldiers" tho long march In 
tho hot sun and dust was too much, 
and three of us wero sent to tho Hos- 
pital tout for the night. It rained In 
torrents; tho tent was oh tho hillside, 
put up in the dark, and the ground un- 
graded, so that it was a puddle all 
night. I was so tired I would have lain 
in it and slept, but tho others would 
not let me sleep. In tho morning I at- 
tempted to go out, but was told to 
await tho doctor. When he canio, ho 
gavo me an examination and said bo 
guessed I would bo all right, as I was 
only overtired and wanted rest and 
sleep. The officers' tout was like ours, 
in regard to tho rain, and our Captain 
told mo that ho laid in a puddle of wa- 
ter all night. It is the Sabbath to-day, 
hut it does not seem like It, and you 
would think so if you were here. Wo 
havo w 01 ked most all day, led by Ser- 
geant Nason, putting our tents In bet- 
ter shape than in tho rain and hurry of 
last night, digging trenches around 
them to carry oil the rain water, felling 
trees for firo wood for the cooks, clean- 
ing up and grading our avenue hoforo 
tho tents, and digging a well for wa- 
ter. 
Only three feet in depth was 


necessary for tho well, for tho land was 
marshy and damp, and an empty crack- 
er barrel formed the sides to Iho well to 
keop the mud from filling in again. 
Our "street" is named Newport avenue 
and tho tents are named according to 
:ho fancy of tho occupants, such as 
Powol Ijodgo, Redwood Lodge, ICIaron- 
don, Aquidneok and Landers, each hav- 
ng a chief of tho squad in tho tent. 
Tho ofllcers' tent stands at the head or 
right of tho lino, so placed that tbo oc- 
cupants can view every company. Tho 
touts aro occupied as follow:

An Important Financial Measure. 


A Washington! Dispatch says: Tho 


Senate Committee on Finance has re- 
ported favorably for passage probahly 
tl'oimiNt Important financial nicatmro 
since the war. It Is tho bill of Mr. 
A Id rich of liliodo Island to authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to pur- 
chaso United States bonds for tho lire- 
payment of interest on the public debt. 
Tho hill was reported with but one or 
two dissenting votes. It proposcn, in 
brief, to release from tho Treasury su 
amount of money equal to tho present 
worth of tho difference in tho Interest 
between two and a half and four per 
cent, of the total amount of the bonds 
to mature. 
Tills represents the pres- 


ent worth of about $220,000,000 Inter- 
est due in tho course of tho next 20 
yoars. It is estimated by the exports 
of tho committed that the average 
worth of this interest is about SO cents on 
tho dollar,or that the bill would permit 
tho release from tbe Treasury of $180,- 
000,000. Tho bill authorizes the Secre- 
tary of tho Treasury to redeem such 
four per cent, bonds ox may be present- 
ed by issuing in exchange for thorn a 
now 2J per cent, bond under tho same 
conditions as attached to the present 
bonds, and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, in consideration of the exchange 
and as an inducement to holders to 
make the exchange, is authorized to 
lay to the holders the present worth of 
the difference between four per cent, 
and 2J per cent interest, and the now 
2J per cent bonds may be used by 
national banks as a basis for circulation.

Tho little Italian town of San liemo. 


from which the Crown Princn of Ger- 
many departed a few days ago to be- 
oome tho Emperor of United Germany, 
has boon for months the centre of in- 
terest to tho world, on account of the 
heroic ^struggle tho Prince has made 
thoro with a dangerous discaso. 
The 


world in general has 
given 
little 


thought to the place itself, but the 
quaint, piotnrcgqu town with itsstrango 
people, is woll worth considering. The 
name San Homo comes, according to 
tradition, from a hermit named Ercmo, 
who once lived on tho tlauk of the Alps 
near the town, and who from his hum- 
ble homo wont forth to do much good. 
After his death he was sainted, and the 
town named for him. 
Tho time was 


whan this town was a rival of groat 
Genoa as ascaport, with sailors among 
tho hardiest, aud most skillful in the 
Mediterranean, aud it possessed a lino 
Hoot of trading ships down to tho time 
when Bonaparte seized them as trans- 
ports for his army and supplies across 
tho tireless soa to Egypt 
San Remo, 


although situated on the very declivity 
of tho Alps, is in tho midst of a most 
delightful region of country. 
The air, 


oven in winter, Is fragrant with How- 
ore, and luxuriant groves of lemons and 
oranges; dates and olives, meet the eye 
on every side. Of lato years many for- 
eign colonies have been added to the 
town, and since 1873 the population has 
moro than doubled,'and in consequence 
many now villas have arisen and local 
mprovements have been made. 
But 


many streets and buildings remain un- 
changed. The Borrea palace is a state- 
ly mansion of the fifteenth century 
where more than one royal guest has 
been entertained and where Pius Sev- 
enth lived for a time. 
Close by is a 


square woll, shaded by plaintaiu trees 
ind fountains haunted by the San Kemo 
iicbeccas tilling pitchers and jugs. The 
oldest part of San Kemo is built up 
against Moute Bigone, a pyramid of 
solid stone over a thousand feet hight 
aud which has a beautiful valley on 
each of its sides. This portion of the 
town is one of the most perfect types 
of arch towers built for protection 
against man and earthquakes, in exist- 
ence. The road that leads to it is steep 
tud takes one up long flights of steps 
or a steeply inclined run 
between 


houses so tall that they seem to bend 
over at the tope .to moot each other. A 
triple series of arches span tho passage- 
way; some are true arches, others are 
inverted and many cross tho street at 
oblique angles or slant 
upward or 


downward. This thoroughfare is like 
a bit of tho Middle Age* that time has 
left standing to show how men lived 
when San Remo society wa» liable to 
visits from Harbary pirat«s and cannon 
balls from Genoese privateers. The en- 
tire upper half of this ancient portion 
has long been deserted as a place of 
habitation from fear of earthquakes, it I

A Cold Month In Hav»n» The Preva- 
lence of Smitll Poa CftniwH « Hull Season 
—Tho Extremely Low Price of Sugar 
PromlMm to Kliln the Leadlnr Indu.trr 
of the Inland. 


HAVANA. March 15, 1888. 
Editor Mercury: 


The cold weather advised by cable as 


prevailing at tho North has extended to 
Cuba and with the wind blowing strong 
from the north, thick clothing and 
even overcoats are almost indispensa- 
ble at this time in Havana. I have 
never known such cold weather in 
March. Cable communication has been 
interrupted for several days, caused no 
doubt by the heavy gales along the 
coast and wo are ignorant of what is 
going on in the rest of tho world. 
Steamers and sailing vessels must have 
suffered severely and been ureatly de- 
tained by heavy weather at sea. Tho 
Magara which loft Havana for Now 
York, March 8th, is not reported as ar- 
rived at her destination yet, and incom- 
ing vessels report long and boisterous 
passages. The winter season, as far 
as Havana is concerned, will prove to 
be a very poor one, as travelers have 
been deterred from coming to Cuba on 
account of tho small pox, which has 
prevailed so generally throughout tho 
Island, hut which is now, I am glad to 
say, abating, and with the coming of 
warm weather will entirely disappear. 


The price of sugar is still going down 


and I fear will get so low as to compel 
many planters to abandon the business 
of planting and cultivating sugar cane. 
We are now receiviug a fine crop of po- 
tatoes and onions which are selling at 
good prices, large quantities of onions 
foing to New York by every steamer. 
They are bringing this week equal to 
4c. per pound, U. S. C., which is better 
than raising sugar at 2c. per pound and 
oven less for the planter.

In 1704, finding none with snlllcicnt in- 
lorcsl to identify him, though It was 
but a dozen years from the time when 
Washington had honored tho French 
allies upon almost tho very spot that 
was his residence; Tousard, tho brave 
mathematician who lost nn arm at the 
battle of lihodo Island, and ninny years 
afterwards, as the U. S. military en- 
gineer in charge of the great fortress nt 
Newport, formally gave to it, upon 
July 4th, 1701), its title of Fort Adams; 
Aduncourl, liochambcau's commissary, 
who became one of Newport's perma- 
nent citizens; Kerblay, in 1802 the 
French Commercial Agent to the port 
of Newport; La FaycUe, who visited 
KoL'hamlieau and De Tornay, by order 
of General Washington.

In King William's War (1830-07), 


when Sir Wm. IMiipp* commanded the 
Massachusetts Expedition against tho 
French In Canada, tho sympathies of 
Newport and what there then existed 
of tho future Rhode Island, wore bitter- 
ly against that people, through fears of 
an irruption of thoir allies, the Indians 
of tho north, and through an Ingrained 
antipathy to Franco, inherited from 
thoir English ancestry. Certainly this 
was tho case at Frnnehtown. The fam- 
ilies there, 
though "Strangers and 


j»toly settled, and 
wholly destitute" 


(Mass. Hist. Coll., Series in. vol. vn n 
382), and Protestants besides, woro by 
resolution of the General Assembly of 
March 3d, ICSfl-lK) (R. I. Colonial Records 
in, p. 204), compelled to take an oath 
to comply with tho conditions pro- 
•oribed in the English Proclamation of 
War. 
This was of itself an act of 


atriking animosity and harshness. Ex- 
iled from France as much for thoir po- 
litical as for their religious views, tho 
mere suspicion that these colonists 
•would sympathize with their former 
oppressors, was but mockery, too soon

The French occupation of Newport 


has furnished tho most brilliant aud in 
sonic respects tho most attractive chap- 
ter nf lihodo Island history. 


Tt* features have boon given in all 


their minutest details by Messrs. Stcv- 
vons, Stono and Mason, and they uatur- 


iat the French were, in those per- 


ilous times, to Newport, to Rhode Is- 
land, and 'to the future United StMcs, 
you well know, and you endeavored to 
give it fitting expression \rb«n, in 1S81, 
from October 30th to November 3d, 
this city was visited by the delegation 
froin Ihe French Government that had 
been sent to this country to participate 
in the commemoration of the Torktowu 
surrender. Some of these gentlemen 
were direct descendants of the very 
men vrho>t the American Revolution 
had, with all the warmth of their na- 
tion, forgotten the past and hastened 
to our relief. Some months ago I Was 
conversing with a Frenchman, not un- 
known to fame, of Newport and its re' 
semblance, in many respects, for a por- 
tion of the voar, to Washington, as a 
centre not merely of fashion and wealth, 
but of intelligence, statescratt and in- 
ternational influence, and had recalled 
tho visit here of an eminent and very 
far-sighted Catholic Churchman. Wo 
next spoke of Pope Leo XIII. and his 
almostuniversal knowledge of tho local 
affairs of tho whole world. "Tho Holy 
Father," exclaimed 
the gentleman, 


"knows Newport chiefly as the head- 
quarters of the French licet, when they, 
in reality, freed America." If then this 
assumption be true, and I think that all 
must grant that without tho French aid 
during the Revolution the American 
Colonies would have been retained by 
the British Crown, wo shall the better 
appreciate what is now happening in

Within a very recent period, immi- 


gration of the French from

Quietly and without disturb- 
ance they have come to us from Mon- 
treal and Quebec, a peaceful invasion, 
until the environs of Woonsocket have 
become Acadie, and wo need go no 
further than Fall River would wo seek 
Evangelino.

during It* opening history attempted to 
prevent French Immigration, and with 
tho rest of the Colonies, It assisted In 
turning tho chances of war against 
France, In tho conflicts which that na- 
tion waged In this country for nearly a 
century with it* then 
mortal 
foe. 


France, In return, magnanimously ob- 
livions of those early days, saved lihodo 
Island with the other colonies from 
what would have been their annihila- 
tion. If you will have It that in this 
there was no real magnanimity, but 
that France, mindful of her loss by tho 
Treaty of 170:1, merely seized tho op- 
portunity of humbling her old antago- 
nist, in proximity to tho very field 
where sho once had boon so crippled 
by her, tho fact of tho precious aid that 
was rendered remains tho same. The 
French earned thereby, In diplomatic 
phrase, the freedom of our cities. In 
coming to liinow, they arc but reviv- 
ing that ancient right, and virtually 
but receiving their own. There is 
present not merely the ordinary eco- 
nomic principle of demand met by sup- 
ply, of labor seeking an outlet wel- 
comed by capital affording an oppor- 
tunity ; and this fact, like that of the 
removal of the Society's building to its

ally have t» moro profoundly sympa- 
thetic olToot upou us than tho similar- 
ly faithful chronicle of tho Hessians 
who were quartered at. Newport dur- 
ing iti occupation by the English, that 
was rend to this society by Mr. Roson- 
garton of Philadelphia, a year or two 
ago. Tot those Gorman offlcors.wholo- 
soulod, genial, well educated, faithful 
men, were in thoir way worthy of ad- 
miration and praise. Tho circumstan- 
ces of the two cases wore however very 
different. Tho Germans wore then 
among an unwilling pooplo. to whom 
they wore hut paid hirelings, and tho 
abettors of an oppressive tyranny. They 
wore hated in life, and have boon ill 
treated In death,for to this moment,des- 
pito thorn being Newport families de- 
scended from some of theao very Hes- 
sian officers and soldiers, tho graves of 
those of thorn who died here during 
the Revolution remain neglected. These 
German soldiers lie in tho Golden Hill 
Imrying ground, some of their graves 
it is said, having boon oven covered by 
encroaching buildings that are occupied 
by tho living. They are also resting in 
onp or more of tho old burial places in 
Middlotown, now overgrown by bushes 
aud briars, and thoir history almost 
forgotten. The French, upon tho con- 
trary, wore looked upon as heroic 
champions of liberty, tho rescuers of 
our country, and every death of theirs 
was esteemed a glorious martyrdom. 
Consider, for instance, the funeral of 
their admiral, De Tern»y, with that 
imposing procession from the Wanton 
house npon Washington street, the 
land forces all under arms.the ships fir- 
ing minute guns, the sailors bearing 
the coffin upon their shoulders, the 
lighted tapnrs, tho banners, the cruci- 
fix, the chanting priests, the entomb- 
ment with the most impressive services 
of tho Roman Catholic ritual within 
consecrated ground in Trinity church 
yard, the beautiful monument erected

luued strain on the back siuews of 
ho forelegs become* so severe Unit the 
torso is induced to slightly bond his 
dices in order to slacken tlio tension. 
Me thus acquires the habit of standing 
with slightly bonded knees, whether 
10 happens to bo standing on au In- 
ilino or n level. The way to overcome 
his ovil is to precisely reverse the con- 
litions which induce it. Make the 
torso stand so that his heels will stand 
onsidorably higher than 
his toes. 


This abnormally slackens the back sin- 
ews, and they afford no support to 
toep the knees from still furthur bend- 
ng, and thehorsu.wilh nothing to steady 
iis knees, and in order to find some- 
hing that will answer the purpose,

To Increase the Egg Supply. 


There is little doubt that tho produc- 


ion of eggs mny be largely increased by 
a systematic, scientific plnn of feeding: 
mid the average poultry-keeper should 
;ivo this matter a great deal of study 
and attention, The scientific part of it 
need not frighten any one who is wili- 
ng to rend, study and to put into prao- 
ico whnt ho lonrns. Those who nro 
•congnlzed authorities assert that the 
egg produced of a hen in her prime is 
about three times her own weight ycnr- 
y, nnd, in view of tins fact, tho Impur- 
,ance of supplying her with food rich 
n all the elements thnt mnko tlio egg 
s nt once nppnrciil. An ogg contains 
all tho elements of n living chick— 
lesh, bone, sinew, blood nnd fenthor— 
losido the shell mnttcr, which is mostly 
imo. 
Tho principal element in tho egg 


are sulphur, oil, phosphorous, llmo nnd 
nitrogen. The food that Is glvon the 
ion should contain nil tho element* 
.lint exist in the ogg. These are found 
n wheat, oats, corn, bran, linseed, 
crushed bone, mustard seed, sunflower 
seed nn.1 vegetable matter. A reasonn- 
)le mixture of nil these, varied moro or 
ess, with the nid of crushed limestone 
or gypsum, would afford ovory element 
called for to produce n constant yield 
of-oggs. But there is another point. A 
imminent writer on tho subject rightly 
•omnrks thnt ono of tho greatest mis- 
takes in feeding fowl is over-feeding. 
.Vhon persons get the chicken fever 
thoy got onthiisinstio in the cause, and 
stuff their fowls instead of feeding 
.hem. If the hens are allowed to run 
to grain in the barn thoy oat twice as 
much as limy should, and the result is 
n short supply of eggs. Where they 
aro confined to yards they are too frc- 
jnontly gorged with foods which mako 
:at, instead of providing those element* 
which go to mako up tho ogg. As n 
general thing, corn Is feed to the oxclu- 
lion of everything else, and, while it is 
fattening, it is a poor ono if fed exclu- 
sively. No ono food contains all tho 
elements; nnd some sort of variety 
must bo provided.—[Texas Farm nnd 
[ianch. 


Poultry. 


There is all the difference in tho 


world between the different breeds of 
poultry, and there Is vast difference in 
Hie results attained from keeping them 
in the various wnys which their several 
owners adopt. The common old-time 
practice, which isstill In vogue among 
many farmers, was to keep a flock of 
liens about tho place, with special head- 
quarters in a "hencoop" somewhere; 
perhaps in tho barn collar or in ono 
corner of the barn, but never in a 
liouse by themselves. Tho hens found 
nests wherever they could, perhaps in 
liigh grass, quite likely in the hay-mow, 
possibly in the manger, shaving barrel 
or grain bin, and tho fun of nesthunting 
was a never-ending source of delight to 
the children. Thoy wore fed as it hap- 
pened, with hot 
Indian dough and 


scraps from the table, and expected to 
scratch for n greater part of their living 
consequently there was endless conflict 
between t.he lovers of n garden and the 
lovers of poultry. As a rule they went 
into their quarters to sleep, but often 
chose to roost in trees or about the 
barn, and lived in their domesticated 
state very much like wild fowls. Some- 
times there were eggs nnd sometimes 
none.
